previous year except 1S93, about 14,- 
890 against 13,197 last year, with lia- 
bilies of about 
$225,000,000 against 


$173,196,060 last year, an increase in 
number of about 12 per cent and in lia- 
bilities ot 29 per cent 


The holiday makes it impossible to 


give exact figures until next week, but 
the monthly returns heretofore pre- 
pared show that $38,000,000 of the el- 
cess over last year was in two months, 
August acd September, in which man- 
ufacturing liabf'ities were 115,600,000 
larger than last year, trading £101,100,- 
000 and bankers and other commercial 
$10.300,000 larger. 


The year closes with, an epidemic cf 


failures, mainiy at the west and in 
banks, loan and trust companies, or 
concerns dependent on them. The ac- 
tion of clearing houses in various 
places indicates no want of confidence 
and several hanks which have failed 
will be enabled to pay in full, but dis- 
closure of unsoundness in a few wide- 
ly known institutions in the abnormal 
state of popular feeling after an excit- 
ing contest on monetary issues, has 
caused distrust and suspicion which is 
frequently undervalued. 


There has hesn no monetary press- 


ure, to cans? the trouble, nor have im- 
portant western products declined in 
value. There has evidently been too 
liberal assistance given by some fiduci- 
ary concerns to speculative operations. 
No drain on pastern funds has resulted !

A Farm Where Snails Are Raised. 
Over in Switzerland the people are 


very fond of snails—almost as fond as 
tbe American boy is of mince pie. 
It 


long ago became impossible for even 
sharp eyed suai] hunters to find all the 
snails they could sell, and so some of the 
clever Swiss have started snail farms. 
As yon may imagine, they are odd 
places, only a few rods square and di- 
vided into small parts, separated by 
fences about two feet high, with nails 
along the top to prevent the snails from 
running away. Little arbors of moss ,are 
provided for t,he snails aa shelter from 
the sun, for snails do not like the sun. 
If there in uot lime or chalk in the earth 
of tho farm, the farmer sprinkles it 
about. Snails eat cabbage, salad, nettles 
and dandelion. 
They seem to bo most 


hungry after a rain. 


The harvest timn foranaila is the. hit- 


ter part of August or the first of Sopteui- 
ber. 
Then the snails are sorted out. 


Those having ronuri white houses are 
considered fat and are the most valua- 
ble. They aro packed in boxttt contain- 
ing soft bay for shipment, uurt they sell 
for high r>ricr«.—Chicago Record.

quick firer, if they are trained men 
will handle the weapon correctly, 
because they have done the same 
thing a thousand times, smd because, 
whatever their minds are thinking 
of. their hands perform the right 
movements unconsciously. And bat- 
tle is the most terrible trial of the 
nerves and mind imaginable. 


'•Firing heavy guns loadod with 


shot or shell, weapons which show 
by the shock and noise of their dis- 
charge their enormous power of in- 
jury, is in itself a thing which re- 
quires nerve. How much more so 
when there is a ceaseless crash of 
the enemy's projectiles arriving, the 
sight of the dead and the dying- 
for the wounded may have "to lie 
where they fall—and perhaps an 
ominous tut of the ship, to appall 
the timid! 


"A man does not cease to be a 


man because he puts on a uniform. 
Blue cloth and brass buttons do not 
ward off death or make dying easi- 
er. Character gives corn-age, and 
military or naval training is, apart 
from the mechanical education, a 
strengthening of character. He who 
thinks a man-of-war's man can be 
made in a week or a month over- 
looks this most essential point and 
can never have been on board a 
warship. 


"Below deck this is as much tbe 


case as upon deck. Smartness iu 
passing up ammunition may often 
decide a battle. Nor is it easy for 
untrained men to work in the sti- 
fling heat and acrid atmosphere of 
the hold when all openings in the 
armor deck have been closed. I have 
seen even the seasoned sickened by 
the heat and smell of a submerged 
torpedo room. And the very closing 
of all the openings in the deck is 
and must be unnerving to the men. 
who see their escape cut off. The 
maintenance of discipline will be 
difficult in the extreme with many 
nntraiaed men below the water line. 
Tile commissioned officers at these 
posts of danger will have to be gooci 
men, and they cannot be every- 
where. If either officers or men aro 
of inferior quality, unaccustomed to 
their duties or imperfectly imbued 
with mutual confidence and esprit 
de corps, there will be anarchy b'e- 
low the armor deck, with, as its con- 
sequence, paralysis of the combat- 
ants above."

MONTT TO VISIT US. 


Chile's Ei-PrMiilent Cowing to Sec Our 


Shipyard*. 


Early iu the coming year there is 


every probability that this country will 
be visited by the ex-president of Chile, 
Vice Admiral JorjeMontt. The Chilean- 
constitution prohibits any president of 
the republic leaving the country within 
one year after bis vacating the position 
unless he receives the permission of tho 
council of state, a body that possesses 
very extensive prerogatives. This per- 
mit has been accorded, as tho govern- 
ment, being desirous of obtaining Ad- 
miral Montt's opinions upon naval con- 
struction iu other countries and espe- 
cially in the United States, asked for 
the concession.

is due mainly to Admiral Montt's ad- 
minst.ion for tho United States, and es- 
pecially, too, hia intelligent sympathy 
with our naval officers and his recogni- 
tion of tho vast strides that we have 
made in building warships.

Mrs. E. ilili's, who dii-d at Brook- 


Pa. , a few days ago, had wonder- 


ful power over u:ii::;ais asd readily 
Bade pets of n-<!j dot*, bears, cata- 
mounts, foses, siiake* and fishes. She 
was a unlive cf Ireland and came to 
this country in 1844. She rode from 
New York to Philadelphia on the rail- 
road, went to WillJaujsport ou a packet 
bout and walked thence to Bald Eagle, 
where she passed several nights iu the 
woods. Later she moved to Farrands- 
viUe, whc-re she made her home with a 
family in whosd honor the village was 
.named. The woods in tbe vicinity of 
Farrandsvilie wore dense, and animals 
and reptiles were numerous in it. It 
was while in that neighborhood that 
she became aware of jer strange power 
and began to practice it. 


Her maiden name was Amelia Janss, 


and Henry Harrisou, yet alive, was her 
lover for many years, hut on account of 
her uueanny power over untamed ani- 
mals be never married her. He didn't 
fancy having to sit at the table with a 
bear on either side of him. a catamount 
opposite, his wife at iii# left, :\ fox nm- 
ning under his l«.et aud a black snake 
and rattlesnnic!: in boxes in the corner 
of the dining room. While he was her 
"«*•( :icy company" she had as pets the 
aniniafs mentioned and two deer besides. 


Harrison cared for her so much, how- 


ever, that upon bidding her farewell ha 
went to the woods, became a cook at a 
lumber camp and refused to have any- 
thing whatever to do with women. He 
is now 78 years old, and for three years 
past has lived iu San Jacimo, Cal. On 
account of the death of his former 
sweetheart he came east to attend her 
funeral, and prior to starting for his 
California home related the following 
story of the peculiarities of the dead 
woman: 


"Amelia was the dearest girl I ever 


knew. She was beautiful and had a lov- 
ing disposition. Everything seemed to 
fall in love with her. She possessed 
great strength aud enjoyed a tramp 
through the woods. She would often go 
alone, and it was while on such trips 
that she would capture the animals and 
snakes of which she made pets. I often 
wondered how she did it. I often asked 
her, but the subject was always instant- 
ly changed. I finally concluded that I 
would learn at least a portion of her 
secret if it took me all my life. 


"Oue day in 1854, as I was coming 


down the road and saw Amelia, I hur- 
ried after her. She weut to a stream and 
sang a weird song. The words were such 
as I had never heard, aud tbe appear- 
ance of Amelia was greatly changed. 
Her voice seemed unnatural. 
'I was frightened. Presently* few 


lirds flew toward her, and several snakes 
crawled from their hiding places. A 
ieer also responded to the weird sounds. 
She handled the snakes, caressed the 
lirds and stroked the deer. She remain- 
ed in this queer state about one-?faour. It 
was this sight that made me firm in my 
letermination to break away from her. 


I had paid Amelia attention for four 


years, but I ceased my visits after that. 
Amelia, during my time as her lover, 
always had her two bears, deer, a cata- 
mount, fox and two snakes as pets. 
It 


was not unusual to see Amelia enjoying 
ier dinner, supper or breakfast sur- 
rounded by her pets. Those that ate 
meat would get it off a plate especially 
arranged. 


'The bears were often bitched to a 


carriage, and she would ride behind 
ibein. Tbe postoffice was some miles 
away, and among tbe sights each week 
was Amelia, accompanied by a bfiar 
and a deer. These pets were extremely 


• ond of their owner and would- allow no 
one to molest her. 


"Some odd things happened. Amelia 


was finer thai! the other girls in the vi- 
cinity intellectually and was a general 
favorita I remember I used to shudder 
at having her ugly catamount near us 
as we sat on the old settee. Then, too, 
it wasn't delightful to have a big snake 
crawl over my leg as I sat there talking 
sentiment to Amelia. When Amelia got 
cross, she would sit on the floor, sur- 
round herself with her pets and laugh 
at me. I was afraid of the pets, and she 
knew it 


"All of these animals were taught to 


do various tricks, nnd no matter when 
the word was given all pets responded. 
I recall the first time I ever attempted 
to kiss her. As all country lovers go 
about it, I began telling how Sim Jones 
over in the valley kissed Martha Hen- 
ninger when walking along a lonely 
road, and that Sarah Johnson says how 
she'd rather kiss tbau go to a corn hns-k- 
in. Amelia was on to me, but let mo 
get closer and allow my arm to go 
around her waist. Finiilly I stroked her 
h^ir, and, with a piiddrn movement, 
pnlieQ her head toward me and was 
about to take tho kiss, when from iiftr 
throat came the raux\<: word which 
made the bears jump toward me, tho. 
catamount land on my back, the fox 
give a cry and the sn::'.;<-:& stand iu the 
air in front of me. 1 was scared nearly 
to d«ath,-huggod all the closer to Amelia 
and was nearly exhausted when sh« 
commanded tho put* to go away, 


"No, I didn't kins her then, but wait- 


ed for a more convenient season. I never 
learned that she lost her xtrungo powrr, 
but at th«' time of her death she had 
only n bear and a doer as pets, besides 


birds."—New Vork Press.

Her 


farmers chiefly are Wall street hayseeds, 
her crops stocks acd bonds. 


She does tbe best she knows how to 


do, however, and by dint of calling on 
the west for help managed this year to 
bring together a fair display of animals. 
In passing, however, it must be said 
that this second annual show was not so 
good as that of last year, the first one. 


One of the best cattle displays was 


that of the Herefords, made np of ani- 
mals brought from well known Iowa, 
Illinois, Indiana 
and 
Pennsylvania 


herds. These Herafords were magnifi- 
cent creatures, massive, richly colored 
and picturesque. The fat steer in tbe 
illustration was so beautiful, with his 
wavy coat and polished horns, that it 
seemed a pity to slaughter him. He was 
bought for that purpose, however, by ft 
noted New York butcher firm, who paid 
1126 for him. They bought him at the 
rate of 7 cents a pound. He was 2 years 
old aud was fed on corn and oats chiefly 
while being fattened.

long on feed and short on stock—a mos 
unprofitable condition and one not pos 
sible to remedy this season. 
One cans' 


leading up to it is the shortage o 
crops during the years of drought wind- 
led to tbe sale of stock to relieve th 
pasture and winter supply of feed. Th 
shrinkage iu price of stock of all kind 
led to sales aud neglect of breeding 
Since 1890 the decline in value of fnrin 
animals is 28 per cent. 
Since 1890 th 


value of horses, as estimated by the de 
partment of agriculture, bus decline 
from |l,007,5!i3,000 ro $500,140,000— 
a shrinkage of $507,453,000. Since 389 
cattle have declined about $01,000,00 
and hogs about $109,000,000. The bus] 
ness depression bus had its effect in re 
dnoing the number und value of farm 
stock. 


The abundance of corn removes all 


excuse for letting stock go hungry and 
shivering around straw stacks and over 
musty fodder. It may help some to learu 
the value of grain added to straw and 
dry fodder as a means of balancing the 
ration. There is no greater waste of feed 
than to keep corn in the crib while the 
cattle and colts are "pot bellied" and 
shivering on straw or old stalk pasture. 
Straw is neither abundant nor of good 
quality in many states, and the heavy 
fall rains have materially injured the 
corn fodder. 


The average farmer who buys no oil- 


aieal or mill feed, but trusts wholly to 
the range and ronghage grown on the 
farm, will find that he is not so long on 
feed as he supposed, for the waste of 
moldy fodder is immense, and the feed- 
ing value of the whole is not hnlf that 
cf last fall.

qf saltpeter must bo diminished in quan- 
ty. At the same time tbe following is 
o be given every four hours: Tincture 
of aconite, 10 drops; fluid extract of 
digitalis, half a dram; fluid extract of 
ergot. S drams ; water, 2 ounces. Thie 
represents a dose for a 1,000 pound 
horse. The above may be given for two, 
or, in bad cases, for three days. At the 
same time blankets wrung out in hot 
water are applied to the body of the pa- 
tient, putting a dry blanket over the 
wot one. Profuse sweating will take 
place, which is allowed to go on for 
two or three hours. The blankets are 
then removed, the animal rubbed dry 
and lightly covered. Sbonld the animal 
lie down, swabs frequently moistened 
with water are to be put to the suffering 
feet, and, as far as medication is con- 
cerned, those patients are to be treated. 
the same way as already described. Be- 
sides that the animal is to be turned 
over every four hours and the urine and 
manure taken away from it If, after a. 
number of days— about the fifth, for in- 
stance—no decided improvement is seen, 
the following rubbed into the coronet, 
the hair previously having been clipped 
off, may be of service: Pulverized cau- 
tharides, hall a dram ; lard, one ounce ;

A BIG RESERVOIR. 


Government Takra Up the Matter of Irri 


gation In this W««t_ 


Captain Hiram M. Chittenden of the 


corps of engineers ol the United States 
army arrived in Denver the other day 
and called at the office of State Engineer 
Snmner to look over the topographical 
maps of Colorado, with a view to select- 
ing the most desirable site for a great 
water storage reservoir. 


Captain Chittenden'g mission is one 


of extraordinary importance to the agri- 
cultural interests Oi Colorado and marks 
the commencement of federal interest in 
the western irrigation projects. The idea 
is to establish a government storage res- 
ervoir or lake in the mountains on the 
eastern side of the divide, which will 
save huge volumes of water vrhioh now 
run to viiBte in Uie spring. The project 
will, when completed, open up vast 
areas of now arid.region to cultivation. 


A start was mad« lust spring, when 


congress passed the hill authorizing the 
construction of great; federal reservoirs, 
one in Wyoming and one in Colorado. 
The bill carriod with it an appropria- 
tion of $300,000 to defray the expenses 
of the surveys ar.A other pri'iimiuary 
work. "I have about decided that the 
proper place to locate the reservoir will 
be at the beadwatora of the Platte," 
•aid Captain Chittenden. "The Platte 
is the great distributor of water in Col- 
orado and northwestern Nebraska. I 
will start out in a few days and look 
sver the South park region, but active 
•work cannot be commenced until tue 
heavy snows disappear."
